Democratic floor leader and now 
chairman of the Democratic state 
central committee, said here Tues- 
day afternoon that the investigation 
of Governor LaFollette's relation to 
state pension administration begun 
yesterday by the federal social se- 
curity board will shortly be follow- 
ed by a federal inquiry into the 
WPA situation in Wisconsin. 


Carroll, echoing recent declara- 


tions of Senator F. Ryan Duffy in 
his campaign for reelection, asserted 
that the WPA in Wisconsin is being 
used as a political tool by the Pro- 
gressive party, and predicted that 
the administrative officers, includ- 
ing P. D. Flanno , chief administra- 
tor for the state, will be replaced by 
Washington. 


Carroll, noted as an arch-enemy 


of the LaFollettes and their political 
associates, was wary in discussing 
the federal investigation of the pen- 
sion situation in the state, but hint- 
ed strongly that the White House is 
inerested in the matter. 


Letters To Pensioners 
Hie state pension administration 
was thrown into the state campaign 


" recently when it was learned that 


Governor LaFollette, after obtain- 
ing a mailing list of all old age ben- 
eficiaries, sent them personal letters 
announcing—before an official an- 
nouncement was issued—a liberali- 
zation of payments. 


After the governor's messages had 
been sent, other candidates.asked 
lor the lists of names, and the pen- 
sion department, after consultation 
with the attorney general's office, 
declared they could not be revealed. 
The state Democratic 
chieftain 


pointed out that A. J. Altmeyer (a 
former resident of DePere) was for- 
merly a high officer in the LaFol- 
lette administrati—-, and is general- 
ly regarded as a political and per- 
sonal intimate of the

bank of the Yangtze had met stiff 
Chinese resistance in the flaming 
city and were engaged in mopping 
up operations. 


Japs Enter Hanyang 


Japanese dispatches did not re- 


port the occupation of Hanyang, 
cr.ce busy industrial city across the 
Han river from Hankow, but for- 
eign advices said the invaders en- 
tered the third of the Wuhan com- 
munities late today. 


Earlier reports had indicated that 


Chinese were retaining some posi- 
t ons in Yanyang. But available in- 
formation tonight

the Japanese had gained the huge 
mid-China metropolitan area with 
almost no fighting at the end ex- 
cept the street battles in Wuchang.

Fire of unknown origin early this 


morning destroyed the two barns, 
machine shed, garage, silo and milk- 
house at the Walter Guenther farm, 
route 1, Weyauwega, causing loss 
estimated in excess of $20,000.

Cone said, when high or low pressure 
area takes an irregular path.

—and the weatherman is in for a lot 
of kidding. 


The approach of a low pressure 


area means that rain or snow—de- 
pending on the season—and higher 
temperatures are on their way.

high pressure area heralds the ar- 
rival of clean, cold weather.

quire syphilis develop a natural re- 
sistance to the disease and over- 
come it. Dr. Robert A. Vonderlehr 
of the United States Public Health 
Service said Tuesday. 


This acquired 
immunity to the 


disease does not make it any less 
of a national health problem, since 
infected persons can still transmit 
it for several years, the assistant 
surgeon general of the service de- 
clared in an interview at the open- 
ing meeting of the American Public 
Health association. 


"Neither does it mean ihat • per- 


son with the disease can ignore it," 
declared Dr. Vonderlehr, who is in 
charge of the service's venereal dis- 
ease control work. 


"It also does not mean that in- 


dividual physicians, public health 
authorities, or the state and nation- 
al governments can relax their vig- 
ilance in the present nationwide 


drive to control syphilis," he add- 
ed, since every infected person is 
Ine source of a potential epidemic.

munity, in which the system builds 
up antibodies to resist the spiro- 
chcte germ, resulted from the sus- 
picions of a physician in Sweden, 
the assistant surgeon general said.

who had not had medical treat 
ment.

This Year's Elections 


Overshadowing all other ques- 


tions in any popular election today, 
there is the question whether the 
party system in a democracy is still 
sound nnd effective. We know fair- 
ly well from he experience of oth- 
er countries many of the symptoms 
ot the degeneration of popular gov- 


I ernment. 


. Thus we know that democracy 
becomes unworkable where the 
voters divide into two or more ir- 
leconcilable parties, into parties 
which no longer profess the same 
icleals no longer seek the same 
general objectives, and are no long- 
'er loyal to the same conception of 
the state. This is the curse of the 
so-called ideologies in politics, that 
men think that loyalty to their po- 
litical program is more important 
than their loyalty as citizens. Such 
a state of mind is a condition of 
latent civil war. It causes a paralysis 
of government, and such disorder 
in, the daily life of the people that 
in the end there appears to be no 
escape and no remedy except force. 


We know also that democracy be- 


comes unworkable when one party 
. becomes so powerful that all organ- 
' ized and normal and legitimate op- 


position seems hopeless. For the 
unlimited power of one party leads 
to excessive ambition, to reckless 
' ness, to complacency, and almost 
invariably in the end to corruption 


_ and inefficiency. In the opposition, 
\ deprived of normal means of ex- 


pression, 
it leads to sullen ob- 


struction, to irresponsible attack, 
and in the last stages of the disease 
to conspiracy. A monopoly of po- 
litical power also discourages. the 
use of new men. It destroys the 
conditions of healthy, open, and 
self-respecting debate, and thus it 
leads to government by slogans and 


. by appeals to unreason. 


U. S. Democracy Shows 


' Power to Avoid Trouble 


Now whatever the returns may 


be in the hundreds of elections 
throughout the United States, the 
American democracy has already 
shown a decided capacity to throw 
off the germs of the disease. This 
has "been shown first of all, by the 


. refusal of the voters to divide into 


two irreconcilable camps, and then 
by their capacity to resist the 
world-wide tendency 
to concen- 
trate all power in one party, and 
within the one party 
to concen- 


trate all power in one little group 
of men. 


This is impressive and encourag- 


ing because a Democracy can live 
only if the sense of national union 
is stronger than the divisions of 
parties. And yet that union will be 
sterile and at least tyrannical if it 
xests upon the suppression of the 
party system rather than upon a 
fairly even balance among parties 
that are loyal to the same funda- 
mental ideal. 


The first great fact about the cur- 


rent elections is that in the past 
few months the voters" have com- 
pelled the candidates of both parties 
and of the main factions within 
them to minimize, to accommodate, 
to compromise, rather than to ac- 
centuate their conflicts of princi- 
ple. Some may regret this. There 
are some who dream of the day 
when the people will be divided in- 
to two great parties, each with its 
dogmatic.creed, each with its rig- 
orous tests of faithfulness to the 
creed. This dream would, I believe, 
be a nightmare and to my mind the 
American 
constitutional 
system 


•would become absolutely unwork- 
able if the two parties ceased to be 
engines for reconciling differences 
and became militant and dogmatic. 


The party system has worked in 


America precisely 
because there 


are conservatives, moderates, and 
radicals in both parties, 
and in 


comparatively 
equal 
proportions. 


Because of this balance within the 
parties, the great issues of prin- 
ciple, except on one tragic occasion j 


seventy years ago, have ntver been 
fcble to develop to the point-when 
the safety of the nation was threat 
cned. It has meant that the centra 
rr.ass of moderate .citizens' has al 
ways been stronger than the oc 
trcmlsts, and that the will to pre 
serve the nation'has been stronge, 
than the will to dominate and pre* 
vail. 
' 
, 


Signs Show Healthy 
State For National. Unity 
•.It is this balance which enable 
the American democracy to carry 
out the injunction of George Wash 
ington that since "the spirit of par 
ty" is in "constant danger of excess 
the effort ought to be by force o 
public opinion to mitigate and as 
suage it." Since the party spirit i 
"a fire not to be quenched, !t de 
mands a uniform vigilance to pre 
vent its bursting into flame, lest in 
stead of warming it should con 
sume." 
* That Is why we have no reason to 
regret the fact that the country is 
not on fire over some flaming issue 
of principle. It is a sign of politica 
health that the ablest Republican 
candidates, like Mr. John 
Lord 


O'Brian and Mr. Dewey in New 
York, Mr. Saltonstall in Massarnu 
setts, for example are not making a 
frontal attack on the "principles" o: 
the New Deal but only on proced- 
ure, administration and particular 
measures: that the unpurged Dem- 
ocrats stand opposed to some but not 
all the New Deal measures: that 
Democrats like Governor Lehman 
give only qualified endorsement to 
the New Deal record; that 
the 


wholehearted New Deal candidates 
have no desire to insist upon 
the 


fiercer controversies. AH this means 
that the central mass of the voters 
who decide elections are not to be 
won by appeals that would hope- 
lessly disrupt the national unity. 
Voters Were Right In 
Defeating The Purge 


Yet though no issue of ultimate 


principle has been defined or is be- 
ing seriously debated, there 
has 


been a demonstration in this "cam- 
paign that the voters do not wish 
the American two-party 
system 


with only moderate differences to 
degenerate into a one-party system 
managed from the center and led 
from the top .They have been pro- 
foundly right in defeating the so- 
called purge. For if that purge had 
been successful, it., would have 
meant the destruction of indepen- 
dent judgment within the Demo- 
cratic party. 


The destruction of 
independent 


judgment within the dominant par- 
ty would have r.ieant the undisturb- 
ed leadership of that party by those 
who wish to raise irreconcilable is- 
sues.

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THE WAGE-HOUR BILL 


When the Administration passed the 


Wage-Hour 
Bill by the use of all the 


pressure it could command the opposition 
accused it of postponing the bill's opera- 
tion until just before the election so that it 
might have another opportunity of "ush- 
ering in a new era" of the honey and 
dovey variety as a vote-getter. 


Judged by the immediate results of the 


bill's operation the New Deal made a 
considerable error in relation to the time 
of its operation and should have post- 
poned it until after election. In spite of 
the very well organized publicity with 
which New Deal measures are ushered 
into the world there are some bad signs 
on the horizon. A reference to any of 
them discloses Mr. Roosevelt's continued 
ineptitude in grasping some of the affairs 
of life in a practical manner. 


For instance the pecan shelling indus- 


try has closed down. It says it cannot pay 
even 25 cents an hour and that if men 
want to get a living out of that particular 
industry they will have to work more than 
44 hours a week which is to be cut to 40 
as the wages go to 40 cents an hour. The 
Administration's idea is that it can force 
industry to pay more. 


It shouldn't require a college graduate 


to see in the pecan industry a luxury. 
People can get along without pecans very 
well. Nevertheless this industry has been 
greatly developed and extended, and nec- 
essarily by paying very strict attention to 
the public reaction to its prices. When the 
ordinary man feels that the price is high 
pecans simply cannot be sold. So the in- 
dustry may go back to where it began, 
close its doors, and the thousands who lived 
off it, even if their living wasn't as high 
as the rest of the country could wish for 
them, may become further burdens to the 
public by entering the relief rolls. 


The Administration should recognize 


that we have quite a number of marginal 
industries. 


The messenger service with the tele- 


graph companies is another. The Postal 
Telegraph is laying off a thousand young 
men in its messenger service because it is 
already losing money heavily and if the 
delivery of messages costs any more the 
business simply will fade because people 
•will find substitutes or get along without. 


The statistics offered publicly by the 


Western Union arc equally 
interesting.

messengers, most of whom are young j 
men trying to get along in the world 
in a decent way. But

THE TROJAN HORSE 


About a year ago when Browder, icp- 


rcscnting the American Reds, and others 
similarly minded from all over the world, 
went to Russia to compare notes, receive 
blessings, and absorb final instructions, 
the Moscow newspapers quoted Russia as 
declaring its world policy was built upon 
the story of the Trojan horse. 


Apparently it was not fully understood 


that the story was a myth. But fiction or 
not it fits in well with Red mentality and 
the Red conception of the mentality of 
others. 


Homer's Iliad made the story popular 


in school days because it sounded quite 
clever to youngsters in their teens and 
since historians attempt to place the date 
of the war between the confederated states 
of Greece and Troy at 1335 B.C. it must 
not be considered astonishing that jdeas 
.were young when civilization was itself 
so immature. 


Troy was only overcome 
when the 


Greeks built a great wooden horse to be 
pulled around on wheels, secretly filled it 
with soldiers and then sailed away while 
the Trojans brought the horse within the 
gates of their city through which the 
Greeks had been unable to smash their 
way. 


Then when Troy was quiet and the 


hour of about 1 a. m. had struck—if they 
were striking hours in those days—the sol- 
diers crept out of the horse, unlocked the 
gates to meet the Greek army returning 
for its swindling victory. The legend has 
been given in a variety of ways by scores 
of fiction writers. But che pith of it is that 
if by pretense of gift or friendship you can 
induce an adversary to drop his guard 
it is quite all right to strike him to the 
heart. 


The Russians have adopted the story in 


another form which is to the effect that 
the Greeks, tiring of a ten-year war, sud- 
denly felt their hearts bursting with af- 
fection toward the Trojans and gave them 
the wooden horse as a present but with the 
same disastrous results after nightfall. 


In attempting to carry out the direc- 


tions of his master at Moscow Mr. Brow- 
der has evolved a scheme from the Trojan 
myth which necessitates the pretense of 
reform upon the part of the Reds includ- 
ing joining the church and the abandon- 
ment of their own great weapon which is 
the use of fraud and violence to obtain 
power but they still fail to take into ac- 
count that the people in this country are 
not duplicates of the former residents of 
Troy. 


That Moscow believes they are in the 


same class is quite evident from the fact 
that it openly published its purpose of be- 
fooling the world by a pretense of reform. 
Yet it would be anything but intelligent 
for the American people to shut their 
eyes to what is going on almost under 
their noses. 


The worst part of it all is that Red 


expressions of support, fawning tactics, 
loud public approval, and all that sort of 
stuff have very effectively paralyzed even 
certain parts of the President's official 
familv.

The youth of Germany, burdened 


with military 
duties, stripped of 


freedom, and infected with political 
fanaticism, is "existing in a living 
death," Max Brauer. famous Ger- 
man authority on municipal ad- 
ministration, said in a talk 
at 


Lawrence college convocation yes- 
terday morning in Memorial chapel. 


The common belief among Amer- 


icans that the chief issues of Nazism 
are the anti-Semitic movement and 
the internal struggle between work- 
ers and 
employers is 
erroneous, 


Brauer said. 


"The entire Nazi movement is di- 


rected toward one goal, preparation 
for war." he told the students. "Ev- 
erything and everyone In Germany 
is being suppressed to attain this 
goal and the 
German you 
has 


suffered the greatest." 


The German youth does not rec- 


ognize what is happening to its 
people—the loss of culture and fre- 
dom—but it is questionable how 
long the enthusiasm 
among 
the 


younc people will last. Brauer stat- 
ed. The speaker believes that the 
youth of Germany, tired of strug- 
gling, will "soon revolt against the 
domination of the German govern- 
ment." 


He said: "The German people are 


not behind Hitler and are not be- 
hind the German government. They 
want only one thing: To be free 
again." 


Breakdown of Culture

educational 
system by the Nazi 


regime, which has substituted poli- 
tical teachings for educational pro- 
grams, is resulting in a "complete 
breakdown of German cultural life." 
the speaker declared.

The teachers will also 
demand an increase in state aids for 
high schools, "view with alarm the 
tendency to prorate appropriations 
for public and vocational school 
purposes." and approve federal aid 
to education in the states and ask 
for continued agitation in congress 
for educational aid laws.

Newest Factor in 
Dairy Industries 


Yellow Pigment Causes 


Rich Color in But- 


ter and Milk 


Dairymen are adding 
another 


word to their working vocabularies. 


That word is carotene and the 


reason for its growing use is that it 
has a tremendously important bear- 
ing upon the dairy business, accord- 
ing to information received at the 
office of R. C. Swanson. county ag- 
ricultural agent 


Speaking to members of the In- 


ternational 
Association 
of 
Milk 


Dealers at their annual convention 
In Cleveland, Gus Bohstedt, animal 
nutritionist of the University 
of 


Wisconsin, reported upon some im- 
portant observations by Wisconsin 
experiment station workers about 
carotene as found in different con- 
ditions of alfalfa. He explained that 
carotene, the yellow pigment which 
gives milk and butter their rich col- 


- or during the summer season, is 
credited with having the ability to 
give milk still more power to pro- 
mote good health and to 
guard 


against colds, infections, and other 
physical disorders. 


Would Conserve Carotene 


Alfalfa, it seems, is richer than 


many other feeds in carotene, for it 
is said to contain nearly four times 
as much carotene as corn. But sci- 
entists and farmers are finding that 
old fashioned methods of storing al- 
falfa do not preserve well the caro- 
tene and other valuable food ele- 
ments. 


Top much rain or sunshine, out in 


the field bleaches or dries 
alfalfa 


hay. Even after the hay is safely in 
the barn, air continues to get at it, 
destroying the carotene, and in turn, 
affecting the quality of milk pro- 
duced during the 
winter 
and 


early spring in northern 
states, 


causing 
it 
to 
become 
in- 


creasingly pale or white in color. 
"This means," Bohstedt explained, 
"that less of the yellow pigments 
and less of certain important food 
materials are contained in winter 
milk than in milk produced on pas- 
ture." 


Find New Methods 


New methods of preserving the 


carotene content of alfalfa 
with 


which Wisconsin scientists 
have 


been experimenting 
have 
been 


those of ensiling 
alfalfa 
using 


the acid, or so-called AIV, process 
and the molasses process which pre- 
serve .the carotene better than any 
methods yet devised. In the Wiscon- 
sin experiments, the object in the 
investigation ha-, been to find what 
AIV and molasses alfalfa silages do 
to milk and butterfat. 


"We wanted to find out how milk 


and butterfat from cows fed these 
new kinds of silage rations compar- 
ed in the matter of vitamin content 
with milk and outterfat from cows

cent months that Wisconsin's dairy 
leadership is being threatened to- 
day were strengthened by a statis- 
tical report from 
the 
Wisconsin 


crop and livestock reporting service 
which indicates that although Wis- 
consin still ranks first as a dairy 
producing state, its percentage of 
national production in 1937 show- 
ed a substantial decline. 


In the accompanying illustration 


it is shown that Wisconsin still 
ranks first by a big margin in 
cheese production 
in the 
United 


States, with 49.9 per cent of total 
American production in 1937. How- 
ever, the 1936 proportion was 55.6 
per cent., the service pointed out. 


Similarly it is shown that Wis- 


consin is far ahead 
of competing 


states in condensery products. pr 
ducing 27.9 per cent of the national 
total in 1937. But the previous year 
the percentages was 30.3 per cent. 


"The percentage of butter made 


ir. Wisconsin rose slightly last year 
as a result of a marked shiit :n 
milk utilization from the other out- 
lets to butter because of the nigh 
prices of casein and dry skim milk 
which prevailed early in 1937," the 
state report explained. 


Corn Improved 


A summary of fall agricultural 


conditions in the state was also pro- 
vided by the crop statistical service 
today. In outline, it follows: 


Crops: Wisconsin corn impioved 


during September 
and a 
re.-ord 


crop is indicated. The potato crop is 
widely damaged by late blight rot 
and production prospects are small- 
er than a month ago.

during the last month. Milk pricey 
remained unchanged in early fall 


Madison—Fully HO.OOO bushels of 


hybrid seed corn is being produced 
this year in the 4.500 acres of cross- 
ing fields in Wisconsin. 


A. H. Wright of the University of 


Wisconsin estimates that this will 
be enough to plant 42 per cent of 
the state's corn acreage next spring. 
The 80.000 bushels of hybrid seed 
produced last year planted 20 per 
cent of our state corn acreage last 
spring. 
More than 400 Wisconsin 


farmers are engaged in growing hy- 
brid seed corn. The seed quality is 
expected to be good and the ger- 
mination excellent. 


Because interest in hybrid seed 


corn is very active, Wright predicts 
that there will be a market for all 
of the seed of satisfactory quality 
produced in th<» state. 
Open-pol- 


linated corn, he explains, suffered 
much damage from lodging during 
the wet summer and fall. Hybrid 
corn, on the contrary, stood up 
well, showing little or no lodging, 
and in every community where it 
was grown it attracted much atten- 
tion from farmers. 
There was a 


large demand from other states for 
Wisconsin grown hybrid seed last 
year. 
Nearly 25 per cent of the 


1937 
crop went to states adjoining 


Wisconsin. Much of the Wisconsin 
crop will again be sold to an out-of- 
state market this year. 


Most of the Wisconsin hybrid seed 


corn is grown in the southwestern 
and west central parts of the state. 
Very little is grown north of a line 
running from Green Bay to Hudson.

The results which the Badger in- 


vestigators noted by ensiling the al- 
falfa showed that the carotene and 
vitamin A content of the milk of the 
various breeds was increased about 
60 per cent and 125 per cent respec- 
tively on AIV silage as compared 
with the control ration of corn sil- 
age. Molasses silage was almost as 
efficient in maintaining the vitamin 
content of milk. 


Bohstedt made it clear to the milk 


- dealers, however, that alfalfa silage 


or grass silage at its best is not as 
rich in carotene as is pasture at its 
best. "Furthermore." he remarked, 
"silage does not ordinarily make up 
as large a part of the ration in the 
winter as does pasture in the sum- 
mer. For this reason, not as many 
of the vitamin properties pass over 
into the milk when cows are on 
AIV silage rations as when Ihey are 
on pasture." 


It should be remembered. Boh- 


stedt warned, that neither the mo- 
lasses nor acid preservation of silage 
can improve the nutritive value or 
the carotene content of the feed that 
goes into the siio. declaring 
that 


"poor alfalfa makes poor silage."

stance, he would cull those that 
lay at less than 150 days and 3J 
pounds in weight: and also cull 
those that do not start to lay un- 
til 200 days or more of age. The

like 
Plymouth 


Rocks. Wyandottes. Rhode Island 
Reds, and New Hampshire pullets 
should weight 5X to 6 pounds when 
starting to lay, and usually the bet- 
ter producers will start to lay from 
170 to 210 days of age. 


Holmes" also finds that a prof- 


itable flock must lay at a rapid rate, 
such as 20 eggs per month during 
the"laying period. They should not 
be broody and should produce eggs 
of 
good size, 
shape and 
color. 


Coupled with this, he would want 
to select birds from flocks that are 
healthy, disease-resistant, have a 
good disposition, and are not can- 
nibalistic. 


Too Few Acres of 


Farmland May Lead 


To Misuse of Soil 


One of the 
big problems 
in 


remedying soil misuse is the small 
farm where the operator often is 
forced to overwork the soil in an 
effort to make a living income, ac- 
cording to information received bi- 
ll. C. Swanson from the Soil Con- 
servation service. 


In the yearbook of the depart- 


ment of agriculture for 1938. it is 
pointed out that of the approxi- 
mately six million farms in the 
United States reported in the last 
census, nearly 37 per cent were 
less than 50 acres in area, and al- 
most half of these produced crops 
with a gross value of less than 
§1.000 annually. 
Their net value 


was considerably less. 


These small areas become farms 


for several reasons. 
Often 
the 


prospective farm ooerator can af- 
ford only a small place. 


Some small farms, with intensive 


crops such as poultry, fruit, and 
truck, produce relatively good in- 
comes. 
Farms of this type, how- 


ever, are few in number and are not 
suited to many sections of the coun- 
try. The majority of small farms 
are heavily planted to cash and soil- 
depleting crops. Injury to the soil 
is not apparent at first, but when it 
becomes apparent, the damage is 
done and retreat is impossible. 


Anv solution to the problem, the 


yearbook continues, must be found- 
ed on an understanding of the ag- 
ricultural Tx>ssibilities 
of 
various 


areas. Within each area are profit- 
able crop rotations and livestock 
enterprises based upon the best in- 
terrelation of soil, climate, labor, 
power, use of equipment, and man- 
agerial ability.

Make Change in 


Bang's Disease 
Testing Program 


Revised Regulation Will 


Go 
Into 
Effect 


Oct. 30 


An important change in the Bang's 


disease program which affects many 
farmers in Outagamie county is be- 
ing made, according to R. C. Swan- 
son, county agent. 


Under a new ruling any herd 


having received a private test and 
having tagged animals now in the 
herd must sign up for the govern- 
ment test within 30 days following 
Oct. 
30 if they expect to receive 


indemnity on the tagged animals. 
Many farmers have been applying 
private tests to their herds and a 
few months later sign up for the 
government tests. 


Following is an example how the 


new ruling works: 


If a herd was tested on Aug. 1 and 


had cattle ear tagged, it would be 
necessary to sign up for a govern- 
ment test by Nov. 20. This applies 
to cases where the whole herd 
tested privately and is a serious 
matter for farmers who now have 
ear tagged cattle in their herds. 


Any farmer carrying on a private 


lesting program should investigate 
:he new regulations immediately so 
that no loss of indemnity is later 
ncurred due to the new regulations, 
Swanson advises.

The season 
has a slight effect on the percent- 
age of thick white, but other factors 
such as feed, periods of light and 
heavy production and egg weight 
do not affect the percentage. 


Eggs with a large amount of 


thick white also are better for 
storage. In storage it is the thick 
white of an egg that tends to be- 
come thin and watery. Eggs with 
a large amount of thick white do 
not reach this stage as rapidly ns 
do eggs with a large amount of 
thin white.

Brakes are useful, 
but they can be used to prevent all 
progress, which would be very stu- 
pid whichever way one looks at it. 


Boys need to live happily in co- 


operation with other boys. No boy 
can do that if he is too different 
from the others, in clothes, man- 
ners, standards and social and re- 
ligious background. Parents have to 
do their best to secure the associa- 
tion of the right group for their 
children by living in their neigh- 
borhood, attending the same church 
and sending their children to the 
same schools. Even then there will 
be plenty of room for individual 
differences.

Having set the background one 


must accept what comes. A little 
slang puts color and dramatics into 
otherwise drab situations. I can't 


imagine a baseball game without 
howls and shrieks and frantic ad- 
monitions to "Sock her"; "Beat it.

I can't imagine a team 
that would not, in the heat of battle 
use words that some people consid- 
er "not nice."

Don't bother about the clean 


Let a boy 
use boy language and content your- 
self with teaching him to keep it 
for its own place, which is not in 
the formal rooms, or in formal com- 
pany. Teach him to know a dirty 
word when he hears it by drawing 
the line between it and the colorful 
slang word of his playtime. The 
meaning of the words and their set- 
ting will distinguish them. Remem- 
ber, boys have to live with other 
boys; don't make it impossible by 
too nice, too meaching a standard.

soldiers, and they uere armed \vith 
rifles, revolvers and other weapons 
vhen they marched on Rome. 


At Rome Mussolini entered the 


Chamber of Deputies, and by the 
orce of fear made the members 
urn over great power to him 
As i 


he days 
and ueeks and months i 


passed, he kept adding to h's pow- 
er. 


Before long, there \\as no free 


press and no free speech in Italy 
If a person said anything against 
Mussolini, he \\as apt to be mur- 
dered in his home, or taken before 
court to be sentenced to prison or 
to death. 


People who live in fiee coun- 


tries stand against such actions, but 
it is only fair to say that Mussolini 
has done certain things of value to 
Italy. He has made cities take bet- 
ter care of their streets, and has or- 
dered trains to run more nearly on 
time. He also has ordered swamps 
drained to free the country of mos- 
quitoes, and in this way has cut i 
down the danger of malario.
